Buchanan Monument. 


The birthplace of James Buchanan, 


the oulj' President Pennsylvania has 
given the nation, has at la.st been 
marked by a monument. 


It was 116 years ago that James Bu- 


chanan was born, near the village of 
Foltz, in Franklin county, at a place 
called Stony Batter. Before the present 
monument was erected there was 
nothing about the cabin, in which the 
fifteenth President first saw the light 
of day, to indicate that it had once 
sheltered the only sou of this state 
who became the head of the nation. 


By the will of President Buchanan's 


niece, Harriett 
Johnson 
Lane, of 


Washington, D, C., a sum of money 
was set aside to erect a marker at her 
uncle's birthplace. This memorial has 
been finished. 


The marker is pyramidal in shjpe. 


:>1 feet hisih ami ">S feet square. 
The 


body of the monument is composed of 
native stones showing the weather 
marks, many being covered with moss. 
The stones are set in cement, of which 
over three ami a half carloads were 
used. The inscription jilate and seat 
are made of hammered American gray 
granite. The plate is « bv - I-- feet, 
and the letters arc :• inches !iij;h. The 
inscription is as follow : 


Thi'; monument marks tne birtSi- 


place of James Buchanan, fifteen- 
th President of the I'liited SJates. 
Bom 23 April- 
I>ie<i 1 June. 1S6«*. 


The monument stands near Hie cab- 


in in which President Buchanan was 
oorn. The country round alxnit is wild 
and has not changed greatly since the 
time the President, as a boy, played 
in the mountains. The monument 
will i>e inclosed by a neat iron fence, 
and the ground inside will be graded 
and sodded for a distance of -V» feel.

ams County : 
It is ordered that all applications for li- 


veiiM s for the sale of %inous, spiritous, malt 
or brewed Honors, wholesale or retail, for 
the vc.jr laOS, will be heard on FRIDAY, 
the 17th day of JANUARY, 1903, at 10.30 
a. m., at which all persons applying or 
making objections to applications, will be 
heard in evidence, remonstrance or counsel. 
There must be no communication at any 
time with the Judges personally upon the 
subject, by letter or any other private way. 


The petition verified by affidavit of appli- 
cant, shall be in conformity with the re- 
quirements of the Act of Assembly. 
Judg- 


ment bond shall be executed in the penal 
sum of $2000 with no less than two reputable 
freeholders of the county where the liquors 
are to be sold, as sureties, each of them to 
be a bona-fide owner of real estate in the 
said county, worth, over and above all in- 
cumbrances, the sum of $2,000, or other le- 
gal security to be given. 


Bond conditioned for the observance of 
all the laws relating to the selling or fur- 
nishing of liquors, aud to pay all damages 
which sha'l be recovered against the li- 
censee, and all costs, fines and penalties, 
which may be imposed on him under any 
indictment for violating said laws: and the 
securities may be required to appear in 
Court and justify upon oath.

| Valuable Manuscript Treasured in the I 


i 
Cottonian Library. 
; 


Th< 


In the Cottonian library in England 


is au old manuscript copy of a part of 
the Bible in Latin. This was used at 
the coronation of English sovereigns 
300 years before the "stone of desti- 
ny" was brought from Scone to West- 
minster by Edward I. In other words 
the use of this Bible for the purpose 
in question dated back to the year 
1000. 
The Bible is a quarto of 217 


leaves, containing the four Gospels, 
and aeems, from the style of the writ- 
ing and illuminations, which are very 
beautiful, to have been made about 
the end of the ninth century. The Tes- 
tament escaped destruction in the flre 
at Ashburnham 
House in 1731, of 


which it bears evidence on its crum- 
pled leaves and ruined margins. There 
is some evidence that the son of Ed- 
ward the Elder, Athelstan the Glori- 
ous, who was King of the West Sax- 
ous from 925 to 910, owned this Bible 
and presented it to the church of 
Dover.

THE WINTER PRIMARY. 


Last year the winter primary was 


not held because there was .wine dou!>t 
whether the iState would reimburse the 
county for the outlay. Last week the 
Attorney General filed an opinion or- 
dering that all expense* of the winter 
primary which shall fail on the coun- 
ties shall be reimbursed by the Htate, 
so that the winter priniaiy w i l l be field 
without any outlay to the county. 
This is su.'licient in itself to justify 
holding the winter primary. The law 
is on our statute bonks and in there to 
stay. 
There may be modifications 


made in the law after it has been tried 
i?o as to make it better, but primary 
laws are being adopted in every state 
in the ITuion. The voters must yet 
become familiar with the workings of 
the law and that can only be brought 
about by the practical experience of 
holding primaries. The date of Win- 
ter primary is Jan. £5 and last day for 
tiling petitions for borough and town- 
ship offices will be Jan. 4. There is 
only one thing to do, fall in line with 
the new law, get out applications in 
time, don't let your districts suffer 
for the want of officers to conduct the 
affairs of your districts.

First Idea of the Telegraph. 


before* ljrof. S. F. U. Morse 


li.td perfected hlrs groat invention the 
word "telegraph" was used for a sort 
of semaphore. In the French revolu- 
tion a "telegraph," assisted by tele- 
scopes, wa« devised to carry news 
over immense distances. Forty year* 
before this time, however, there was 
published the first detailed scheme for 
communication by means of electricity. 
It Is outlined In a letter to the Scots 
magazine, written February 1, 1753, 
from Kenfrcw and signed "C. M." This 
suggestion was to transmit a "charge 
from the conductor of an electrical 
machine at the sending station along 
an insulated wire to the receiving ma- 
ebin^, the presence of the charge be- 
in« indicated by the behavior of a 
liglit pith ball or the passage of 
a 


spark." 
Each l»t*er of the alphabet 


was to have a separate wire, so that 
any word might be spelled out and 
any message sent.
